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DOWNTOWN NEXT 
TO BE BEAUTIFIED 


With Success of Lake Front 
Project Assured, Commer- 
cial Club Turns to the 
Loop District. 


TRAFFIC FIRST PROBLEM. 


After the Congestion Is Reduced 
a Plaza and Boulevard 
Scheme Will Become 
Possible 


With the beautification of the lake front 


assured by legislative action, the 

cial club will now turn its attention to plans 
ter remodeling the civic scheme of down- 
town Chicago. The possitities in thie di- 
rection will be canvassed at a special mest- 
ing of the club. to be held next Saturday 
evening at the Auditorium. 

The success of the organization in obtain- 
ing enabling legislation for the creation of 
a lake front parkway and in furthering the 
bill providing for the linking of the north 
and south boulevard syetems leaves the 
leaders in the beautification m ent free 
to take up the comprehensive project of re- 
eving the congestion end enhancing the 
attractiveness of the entire city, The loop 
‘aistrict offers the first problem to be at- 
tacked. 

A hew enthusiasm hae been lent to this 
public movement by the progressive policies 
inaugurated by Mayor Busse and by the 
promise of the enlarged powers conferred by 
the new municipal charter. With four years 
of constructive administration under a mod- 
ern charter it is believed that not only a 
greater but a more beautiful Chicago is 
assured. 


Phases of Larger Project Discussed. 

Phases of the larger scheme were discussed 
yesterday afternoon ata meeting of the com- 
mittee in charge of the project, which was at- 
-tended by Charles D. Norton, Charles H. 
Wacker, Clyde M. Carr, J. V. Farwell jr., 
John G. Shedd, and Walter H. Wilson. It 
was decided to incorporate the present status 
of the project and the future posaibilities in 
a formal report to be made to the organization 
Saturday night as a basis of active work. 

The beautification of the interior of the loop 
district is contingent mainly upon the out- 
come of two great plans; both of which have 
been proposed for relieving the business dis- 
trict of its congestion of traffic. Until the 
congestion is reduced it will be impossible to 
progress far with any improvement of the 
physical appearance of the town. 


Consolidate Railway Terminals? 

One of these propositions is the plan fora 
consolidation of raflroad terminals outside 
of the loop district originally suggested 
F. A. Delano. The other ts the Creation o 
comprehensive system of street railway sub- 
ways. This latter ie expected to be worked 
out by Bion J. Arnold in the general rehabil- 
itation plans. 

Daniel H. Burnham, the architect who is 
working out the club's plans, is of the opinion 
that the solution of the railroad terminal and 
street railway problems will reduce the con- 
gestion of the downtown streets more than 
50 per cent. 

Boulevards and a Plaza. 

When this result has been achieved ſt will 
be possible to give over for boulevard pur- 
poses two or more north and south streets 
and the same number of east and wést thor- 
oughfares now devoted to heavy traffic. 

In a general way the plan is to establish a 
plaza with connecting boulevards in the busi- 
ness quarter and to carry out a supporting 
scheme of beautification along the lines of 
the Cleveland design which was conceived 
by Architect Burnham. Where it will be 
possible to lay out such a plaza is at present 
a matter of speculation. More than a dozen 
sites have been discussed. 

The aim will be, if possible, to locate one 
or more public squares with connecting drive- 
ways in such a manner as to bring the fed- 
eral building, the city and county block, and 
the public library into artistic relation with 
each other and set off to the best effect those 
specimens of Chicago’s architecture, 


Seeking Location for Square. 

A movement in the direction of creating a 
city hall plaza is already under way. When 
the project of erecting a new city hall was 
first broached the Commercial club commit- 
tee conferred with the city officials on the 
feasibility of locating the bullding either on 
the lake front or on some other site where a 
great public square could be created. The 
city council decided that under the terms of 
the title to the present site, derived from the 
county; it was practically out of the question 
to accept another location. 

The committee then began to consider the 
possibilities of bringing the general plan into 
conformity with the necessities of the situ- 
ation One scheme proposed is to create a 
plaza of the entire block west of the city 
hall, bounded by La Salle, Washington, and 
Randolph streets and Fifth avenue. There 
are no modern skyscrapers in this block, and 
the advocates of the plan declare it should be 
dedicated to public purposes without unnec- 
essary delay. 

Mr. Burnham is expected to begin work on 
the plans for the loop project as soon as he 
returns from Europe, which will be about 
July 1. By that time the designs for the lake 
front exténsion will be completed in detail 
along the line the architect mapped out be- 
fore his departure. 


Drawings of Lake Front Parkway. 

In a loft on the top floor of the Railway 
Exchange building from which the whole 
sweep of the lake front from Lincoln to 
Jackson park is visible draftsmen were busy 
yesterday making sketches of suggestions 
to be submitted to the committee, which was 
in session in Mr. Burnham's office, four 
floors below. The members said after the 
meeting that the general scheme of the 
outer parkway is pretty well crystallized 
and that the plans will be drawn up in detail 
at once. 

At the meeting Saturday night committees 
will be named to carry out the different 
features of the work. The committee on the 
lake front plen is already at work. E. B. 
Butler is the chairman and the other mem- 
bers are John G. Shedd, J. V. Farwell Jr., 
Charles G. Dawes, Walter H. Wilson, and 
Harold F. McCormick. This committee is 
to work in conjunction with a committee of 
the south park board in the negotiations to 
secure the riparian rights along the lake 
front held by the DlMnois Central railway 
and other property owners. 

The negotiations will be opened at a meet- 
ing between this joint committee and a com- 
mittee of directors of the Illinois Central.

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BURGLAR TATE GETS AWAY. 


Another Link in Plot to Cover 
Up Peoria School Scandal. 


WALKS AWAY FROM GUARD. 


Entire Police Foree Searching, with 
Orders to Shoot on Sight. 


Peoria, III., April 24.—[Special.]—** Eddie 
Tate, the Chicago “ gentleman burglar ” who 
hes confessed to complicity in the Peorſa 
school board safe robbery last January, and 
who incriminated prominent citizens of 
Peoria in his confession, escaped tonight 
from St. Francis hospital, where he had 
been taken on account of illness after his 
recent arrest. 

Tate's escape is believed to be a part of 
a plot te enable men implicated in Newton 
. Dougherty’s embezzlement to escape being 
brought to trial. This plot began with 
Dougherty’s -incarceration in the peniten- 
tiary. The destruction of the incriminating 
evidence in the school board safe was the 
first result of the conspiracy. 

After Tate's arrest in New York for dyna- 
miting the school board safe he was brought 
to the Peoria jail, to await the action of the 
grand jury. A short time ago he complained 
of being ill, and was taken to St. Francis 
hospital, where he recovered and was pro- 
nounced convalescent. 


Drops Out of Sight. 


Policeman Tom Brennan, who had a 
trusted man on the force for ten years, has 
been Tate's guard im the hospital. The two 
Were out on the lawn in front of the hos- 
pital this evening tossing a ball when Tate 
excused himself for a minute. 

I'm going into the house to get my hat. 
I will be back in a minute,” were his parting 
words. 

In ten or fifteen minutes the policeman be- 
came tired of waiting. He searched the 
hospital and the prisoner’s room. All of 
Tate’s effects were gone. His clothes had 
been bundled away and all was cleaned up. 

The entire Peoria police force is search- 
ing the city for the fugitive, under Mayor 


Tolsen's orders to shoot him on sight. The 


mayor summarily dismissed Policeman 
Brennan from the force. 


Plot Begins in Prison. 

Tate, while in the penitentiary, worked 
side by side with Dougherty on the prison 
records, and the conspiracy was said to have 
had its beginning there. Dougherty is said 
to have arranged with influential friends to 
secure first the parole of Tate from the pen- 
itentiary and then for the payment to him 
and his pals of $4,500 in return for destroy- 
ing the documents held in the Peoria safe. 

These documents were to have been used to 
convict Dougherty on further charges after 
his release from the penitentiary, and, it is 
asserted, implicated a number of prominent 
Peorla men in the operations through which 
Dougherty stole nearly $1,000,000 belonging 
to the Peoria schools. 


Blows Open a Safe. 

Tate was released from the penitentiary 
in December last, and on the night of Jan. 
6 several men who, in some mysterious man- 
ner, secured access to the school board 
building, opened the safe, carried 6,000 pieces 
of script forged by Newton C. Dougherty to 
the basement and burned them, and then 
blew the safe with dynamite to give the job 
the appearance of burglary. 

The theft of the papers aided largely in 
stopping further prosecution of the bonds- 
men of Dougherty and tn preventing the 
city recovering any of the money which 
Dougherty had turned over to relatives 

It ie said that an accomplice of Tate's, 
tempted by the reward of $8,000 offered for 
the apprehension of the saféblowers gave 
Tate away. 

Tate had been under arrest in Chicago for 
burglary and had forfeited his straw bond. It 
was learned he had gone to New York, and 
there he was arrested,

The front of the eight story brick building 
at 346 and 848 Wabash avenue, east side, 
between Congress ard Harrison streets, col- 
lapsed at 12:30 o’clock this morning, tum- 
bling into the street and carrying several of 
the floors with it. 

The crash was preceded by no more Wwarn- 
ing than is given by the popular earthquake, 
a- d several cabmen on the nearby stands 
had nerrow escapes. 

Excitement in the Savoy restaurant and 
the neighboring Commercial hotel marked 
the downfall of brick and mortar. 


Building Lately Remodeled. 

The building is fifteen years old and was 
acquired a year ago by Jacob L. Kesner, who 
remodeled it. Recently the Kline Furniture 
company rented and occupied the three lower 
floors. The formal opening of this store took 
place yesterday. The upper floors were un- 
occupied. 

George Gallagher and Dan McKay,,cabmen, 
saw the start of the collapse. They were al- 
most in front of the buliding when they heard 
a premonitory crash, and a second later a 
sign ten by eight feet in size fell at their 
feet. They ran back just In time to escape 
the deluge of wrecked frontage. 

The débris generally fell upon or close to 
the sidewalk in Wabash avenue, but some 
fell on the elevated loop structure. Severa! 
timbers, falling across the third rail, were 
ignited, but the fire department had been 
summoned, and when the enginesarrived the 
blazes were put out. 

The L'“ trains on the loop were stalled 
for half an hour, as were the Wabash avenue 
surface cars. 

Cause of the Crash. 

The judgment of the firemen was that the 
collapse was the result of a weakening of the 
binders and supports of the building occa- 
stoned during the recent reconstruction of 
the building. The loss to structure and con- 
tents is estimated at from $80,000 to $40,000. 

Julius Kechey, a watchman employed by 
the furniture company, had left the building 
only a moment before the wall fell. 


SNOW AND COLD COME. TODAY.

| LIGHT BLAMED FOR CANCER. 


Had Worked in Conjunction with Sur- 
geons in Famous Cases. 


Pronounced by his friends a martyr to 


of international reputation gnd one of the 
original exponents of its use in this country, 
died at his residence, 5488 Ingleside avenue, 
at noon yesterday of carcinoma, induced by 
burns received two years ago during his 
scientific researches. 

When in Chicago in 1896 Mr. Fuchs opened 
on X ray laboratory in the Schiller buflding, 
there was but one other adept of his profes- 
sion in America. Working with Dr. J. B. 
Murphy, Dr. Nicholas Senn, and other emi- 
nent surgeons and physicians, he soon 
achieved a general reputation in this spe- 
cialty. When the late President McKinley 
was lying upon his deathbed at Buffalo, Mr. 
Fuchs was called into consultation upon the 
case, as he was in several others of impor- 
tance in various parts of the country. 

The injuries which finally led to his death 
followed a consuming interest in the possi- 
bilities of benefits to humanity through the 
use of electricity. He had received no educa- 
tion along the lines of medicine or surgery, 
but his knowledge of electricity was such 
that it enabled him with study to add geveral 
improvements to the apparatus of Roentgen 
and other ray experts, and during the last 
eleven years his entire time was devoted to 
that line of study and hard work. 


Started as an Engineer. 

Mr. Fuchs was born in Berlin forty-one 
years ago, and received hia education as an 
electrical engineer in the versity of Ber- 
lin, from which he was graduated in 1889. 
After practicing his profession for three 
years he went to Schenectady, N. Y., and 
assumed charge of an electrical plant there, 
Later he was engaged in the construction of 
the Milwaukee street railway lines and came 
to CMeago when his services were engaged 
for building the Cicero and Proviso line. 

His interest in the X ray treatment of dis- 
ease and the use of the light for ante-opera- 
tion investigation started in Germany, and 
after wide reading upon the subject he 
dropped all other business and opened his 
office in the Schiller building. 

The accident which led to the ending of 
his life was received there two years ago. 
At that time the thumb of his right hand 
and the first two fingers of the left had wast- 
ed away as the effect of the constant use 
of the rays, so that amputation became neces- 
sary. This necessitated his retirement from 


active work. 


Grows Gradually Worse. 

Six months ago there grew apparent an 
Inflammation of the right arm and side, 
which led to an operation in October by Dr. 
L. L. McArthur in St. Luke's hospital. Hopes 
for his recovery rose again with the te1a- 
porary Gigappearance of the sharp pains 
which he had suffered. This was followed by 
a decline, slow but regular, which continued 
until a month ago, when all hope of saviog 
his life was give 
Dra O. L. Schmidt, Louis Wilson, and L. E. 
Schmidt, but the cancer had made such m- 
roads that their efforts were useless. The 
entire right side, including the lung, was 
affected by it. 

During the early stages of his {linese Mr. 
Fuchs had devoted such time as he could to 
his book upon his favorite subject. This at 
last had to be dropped. Even then he ex- 
pressed no regrets that his work had cost 
him his life. 

His widow, who was Miss Della Kelly, a 
Chicago girl whom he married in 1804, sur- 
vives him with two children, Arthur, 12 ere 
old, and Irving, 10 years old. His father,

reasons why Lilinois should provide com- 
plete state care for the insane at the earliest 
practical date: 

i. Because almshouses maintained by county 
governments do not and cannot provide contin- 
uous expert medical and nursing service. They do 
not and cannot properly classify the insane. Alims- 
houses are maintained to provide the bare necessa~ 
ries of life, so as to discourage pauperism. 

2. Because, while this generdl assembly has been 
sitting, a girl in an D[linols almshouse haze been 
hobbled with chains padlocked to her bar ankle, 
because her stamping disturbed other Inmates in 
the Insane department. 

8. Because, white this general assem oly has been 
sitting, a rude box, with wooden slats acrcss the 
top. supplied with iron hinges, hasps, and belt, : 
ready, in a certain Illinois almshouse, to receive 
any insane man who becomes unruly, a service it 
has performed for others. 

4. Because today there are almshouses in In- 
nots where steel handcuffs, barred cells, cagen, and 
padlocks are in service, when required, to restrain 
the tnsane. Imagine an insane girl 20 years old 
locked in a steel cage. 

B. Because, in thirty-five counties tho aim- 
houses have no bathtubs, and n a number of others 
the water supply is deficient. 

6. Because in eighteen almsthotecs there is no 
effective separation of the sexes, resulting in such 
scandals as the birth of illegitimate children by 
mentally irresponsible women. 

7. Because in certain almshouses insane persons 
are punished physically to make them behave. 
8. Because in fifty-four almehouses there is no 
provision to separate the insane from the plain 


paupers. 
9. Because sixty-four almshouses have no fire 


protection. 

10. Because in twenty-seven counties the care of 
the almshouse population is let by contrac’, tub- 
stantially on the basis of the lowest bid, a system 
which tends to reduce all outlays to the lowest 
motch, and to leave human misery at the mercy of 
human greed. 

11. Because some of the insane are detained 
without having been tried and committed. 

12. Because only primitive toilet facilities are 
provided in some of the almshouses, and proper 
ventilation and heating are not provided. 

13. Because some of the almshouses are filthy 
and overrun with vermin. 

14. Because any insane resident of Il!inois should 
have just as good care as any other Insane resi- 
dent, which is impossible under varying county 
care. 5 

18. Because the county is too small a govern- 
mental unit, with too restricted resources, to grep- 
ple successfully wfth so great a problem. 

Medieval Conditions in Almshouses. 

To amplify the fifteen reasons just stated 
and to fortify them by giving epecifie in- 
etances the board gives reports from thirty- 
six Illinois counties where conditions are 
least satisfactory. Following are condensa- 
tions of these reports: 

Brown county—The only separate provisions for 
the insane if a frame shed with fron barred window 
and door. It is not considered suitable for the 
use of human beings. There is only nominal sep- 
aration of the sexes. 

Calhoun—Almshouse is in a tumbledown con- 
dition. There is no regular bathing for the pa- 
tients, no separate provision for the insane, and 
no separation of the sexes. 

Cass—Bathing optional with patients’ One in- 
mate afflicted with tuberculosis occupies the same 
bed with another inmate. There is np separate 
provision for the ‘insane and no separation of the 
sexes. 

Champaignm—Buildings considered tnadequate tn 
nearly every respect. In most cases the inmates 
sleep two in a bed. All classes and conditions oo 
cupy the same day rooms. 

Christian—Butldings intended for sleeping quar- 
ters not considered suited for human occupancy. 
The only bathtub out of use and has no water 
connection. No separate provision for the insane. 

Clark—No separate provision for the care of the 
insane or for the sick. 

Clay—A number of illegitimate children, it was 
said, had been born to inmates at this almshouse, 
but not during the present administration. 

Clinton—Four insane quartered here. Patients 
never bathed and had not in sixteen years. No 
separate provision for the care of the insane. 

Coles—A}mshouse in a deplorable condition. To 
cope with the vermin is next to impossible. Sani- 
tary conditions bad. Building destitute of furni- 
ture. No attempt made to separate sexes. 

De Witt—Almshouge has no facilities for bath- 
ing. Water has to be heated in one place and car- 
ried to the parts of the bufiding where needed. 

Du Page—Basement and first floor of thts alms- 
house in a filthy condition. One old man. classed 
as insane, kept in a room in the basement, alive 
with vermin. The ceiling on the first floor hung 
with ropes of cobwebs and the floors and beds were 
dirty. Insane are not kept in the wards planned 
for their use, but with the rest of the inmates, 

De Kalb One of the Worst. 

De Kalb—No attempt is made during the day to 
keep inmates separate. Sane and insane men and 
women mingle together. A year ago an insane 
girl gave birth to a child in the almshouse, but. 
they could not find out who was the father of the 
child. Superintendent was told that with the ex- 

conditions it might occur again to which 

replied he should not be surprised if it did.

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pesthouse 100 feet distant from the main building, 
which has been fitted with certain equipment in- 
tended for employment for the insane in special 
cases. It contains two cells of heavy oak bars dnd 
doors, with littlk holes at the bottom, through 
which food can be passed. One cell contains a 
box seven feet long by about two and a half feet 
wide and three deep. It is mounted on the top ofa 
bed frame. It has strong iron hinges, two hasps. 
and a bolt similar to those used on a door. The 
box Is solid except that the top*has small openings 
between the slats. The superintendent stated that 
it was used for an inmate who had the practice of 
tearing his bedclothes, and they locked him up 
in the box at night. ; 

Edgar—Insane department here in bad sanitary 
condition. Since the Mary Eck scandal. conse- 
quent on the birth to her of a child soon after her 
removal to the asylum at Bartonville from the 
Edgar county almshouse, the male insane have 
been removed from the building originally pro- 
vided for the insane to a cottage in another part 
of the premises. 

Effingham—No adequate separation of the sexes 
or care of the insane. An old man cares for a 
girl who is a hopeless idiot. 

Franklin—A woman mentally irresponsible. who 
gave birth to five illegitimate children, and was 
again pregnant. The keeper as he generally 
is called, was absent in town at the time of in- 
spection, where he was credited with spending a 
good deal of his time. Another woman at this 
almshouse, who had three children. one illegiti- 
mate, has been in the care of the institution about 
a year, and is about to become a mother again. 

Greene—No separate provision for the insane, 
No fire protection. Bath house not plumbed and 
not used. , 

Hamilton—Inmates kept in cleanly condition. 
The building is frame, old and battered, without 
underpinning, locks, latches, or doors. 

Jackson—Bullding for the negro insane at this 
institution unfit for human habitation. 

Jersey—Cleanlinese and order of this almshouse 
admirable, No separate provision for the care of 
the insane. A portion of the quarters of the other 
inmates, in both men's and women’s divisions, is 
made into a place by itself by a wooden grating 
extending nearly to the cefling. 


Deadly Conditions at Jo Daviess. 

Jo Daviess—Entire building overrun with ver 
min. Sanitary conditions extremely bad. Four 
Geaths in the hospital in the preceding eleven 
weeks.” The insane shut up in cells in a separate 
brick building; a grated window and a solid door 
with a grating at the top and a hole through 
which to pass food being the provision for each. 

Johnson—Building dilapidated; no bathing ts 
provided. Two women and two men live in the 
same room. 

Macon—Three insane patients sleep in box beds 
filled with straw. No separate provision for the 
insane. 

Macoupin—No provision for the care and treat- 
ment of the insane, but there are tron cells Into 
which they are locked at night. They have prac- 
tically no Ventilation. 

Madison—Almshouse trying to care for 157 m- 
mates in buildings erected for a much smalier 
number. One dormitory room has forty beds. It 
is also used as a sitting room, but has no chairs. 
Walls black with grime and the cells dark. dirty, 
and filled with refuse of various kinds. The only 
facility for personal cleanliness was a dirty sink 
choked with dirty water. 

McBonough—Almshouse is in bad santtary cond}- 
tion generally. Plumbing out of repair: water 
supply dependent upon a windmill, which is often 
out of service. 

Menard—Cleanliness and comfort apparent, but 
the heating is inadequate and the bathing equip~ 
ment out of use part of the time WNo effective 
separation of the sexes, safety In this regard de- 
pending on the diligence of the matron when her 
other duties do not interfere. Patients punished 
by blows of the hand and by locking up. 

Montgomery—There is a small separate build 
ing for the insane, provided with four cells. There 
are no attendants, and the building. is not suited

to its purpose. | | 
Morgan-—-Buildings grimy with the dirt of years, 
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the beds dirty, and the place infested with vermin. 
One end of the building is occupied by the insane 
women on both floors, the other end by the men, 
sane and insane, who lodge in the same quarters 
but in different cells. ö 

Platt- Recent improvements have put this alms- 
house in excellent order, with steam heat, electric 
lights, and a number of rooms expressly fitted for 
the insane. 

Pike—Almshouses were found in good repair. 
the walls freshly painted, and the institution clean 
throughout. In the rooms for the insane the doors 
and windows are heavily barred, the doors being 
secured at night by heavy fron bars padlocked. 


Sift Grave Charge at Peoria. 
Peoria—A member of the state board of charities, 
a member of the Peorla county auxillary board, 
and the state’s attorney of Peoria county are now 
conducting an investigation of charges of gross 
ftmmoralities at the Peoria county almshouse. 
Randolph—Almshouse is generally well provided, 


{ts main needs being better bathing and laundry. 


facilities. An excellent executive management 
keeps the place in good order and has brought the 
formerly run down farm into a highly producttve 
condition. 

Saline—There is a two story brick buflding. walle 
cracked and bulging, pleces dropping out almost 
daily, poor provisions for heating. stairways 
steep and unsafe, and, in the judgment of the in- 
spector, should be condemned. There is also an- 
other buflding frame, unfit for human habitation, 
in which nirie people are housed. 

Schuyler—Buildings are old, inconvenfently ar- 
ranged, and in need of repair. The plastering 10 
broken and the walls tn many rooms black with 
smoke and dirt. No facilities for personal cleanli- 
ness: bathing is optional. Place fs described as a 
fire trap. f 

Scott—Almshouse well heated, but building in 
poor repair and infested with verm. A woman. 
whose sanity was under investigation, locked in a 
room, separated from the adjoining one. occupied 
by a man, by an open grating, formed of tron bars 
placed four inches apart. The separation of the two 
is only nominal. Building has no plumbing. there 
being no toilet facilities, no bathtub, and no bath- 
ing requirements. The superintendent stated there 
is not much bathing in the winter. 

Stephenson—A girl here wears restraint chains. 
straps, and padlocks on her ankles at night to pre- 
vent her from stamping her feet and thus disturb 
the insane. Since the inspector's visit the use of 
these chains has been discontinued. In the women’s 
ward was one man who was awaiting the compie- 
tion of an addition to the house, where he could 
separately be cared for’ Three men and two 
women are in almost constant confinement. One 
man had both feet frozen off before going to the 
almshouse. He tears his bed to pieces. The others 
try to kill the attendant when they are out of their 
cells, the attendant being an inmate and apparently 
unsuited to such duties. 

Stark—Pilumbing and sewerage are unsatisfac 
tory and toilet facilities Inadequate. There is but 
one bathtub for both sexes and bathing 
is . optional. No provision for the’ sep- 
aration. of the sexes. One room, which 
has iron barred door and windows, con- 
tains a double compartment steel cage, pro- 
vided with fron bunk suspended by chains. Heavy 
steel handcuffs furnish additional restraint or pun- 
ishment. At the time of the inspection the super- 
intendent stated that the cage was last used within 
the last month to restrain a young woman of 20, 
wha was subject to paroxysms of violence. 


Board Offers a Solution. 


In view of the reported decision of the 
house appropriations committees to ignore 
the board of charities’ reco for 
the Bartonville asylum and increase the 
appropriation for that institution by about 
$300 900, making an offsetting cut at Kanka- 
kee, whet the board urges in connectice 
with the solution of the problem offered by 
these conditions is of special interest. The 
report says: * © 

“ Three ways are open to the state now to 
ameliorate the conditions of the insane in 
almshouses: 


“1. By tmoreasing the hospital facilities of all 


existing institutions, thus benefiting all the in- 
sane in public institutions and absorbing the 
almshouse population, except that of Cook county. 

2. By increasing the capacity and facilities at 
Bartonville thus emptying the almshouse popula- 
tion into that institution. 

3. By authorizing an absolute supervision of 
the insane in almshouses by the state board of 
charities, with power to make and enforce specific 
plans 

The board favors the first solution as the 
omly practical one, considering the problem 
of proper care of the insane ag a problem of 
all the state hospitals, and not the problem 
of one institution. Each institution needs 
modern hospital equipment to care for its 
acute Insane and for patients suffering from 
physical diseases. Each hospital néeds 
chronic insane to reduce the cost of main- 
tenance by performing work. 


Against Enlarging Bartonville. 

By providing new buildings, equipment, 
and ventilation systems present institutions 
can be so enlarged as to give proper curative 
care to present populations, to the 626 in 
county almshouses and to the normal in- 
crease by new cases of 817 a year for the 
next two years, or a tetal of 1,260 new pa- 
tients im the state hospitals. By following 
this policy all institutions will be benefited 
permanently. 

By increasing the size of the asylum for 
the incurable insane to solve the problem of 
housing the almshouse population all the 
other hospitals for the insane will suffer un- 
less the $772,000 recommended by. this board 
for new buildings is increased to about $1,000,- 
000. Furthermore, Bartonville itself would 
become unwieldy because of its Size. 

The report then goes into the economic neo- 
essity for curative treatment, and adds: 

“While the question St expense should not 
weigh over and against the better and more 
humane treatment, it is shown that the ex- 
pense under state care is but slightly in 
excess of that in almshouses. However, 
county care is not economical, ag it fails to 
restore to his family and society the patient, 
who thus remains a charge on the commu- 
nity when under state care he might become 
self-supporting again. 

In the better almshouses the cost aver- 
ages from $2.20 to $3.20 a week per capita. In 
state institutions it is about $2.80. Those 
counties where the cost is $1 a week certainly 
should not be considered. Under the law 
patients are divided into private and county 
cases. The county pays for the latter the 
cost of clothing, transportation, and other 
incidentals. For the year ending June 50 
1905, $29,770 was paid by the counties. Under 
state care the state will have to provide for 
this. To the taxpayer this would be indit- 
ferent. By so much his county taxes would 
be lessened. State administration being less 
expensive, the likelihood is that state taxes 
would not be increased as much as county 
taxes are decreased. 


JOLIET FIGHTS DRAINAGE BILL. 


Col. Bennitt Says Sanitary District 
Trustees Ought to Be Indicted 
for Violating Law. 


Joliet, III., April 24.—[Special.}]—Joliet is 
preparing to make a hard fight against the 
proposed sanitary distr! ~t bill that is before 
the legislature. This afternoon telegrams 
were received from the Will county delega- 
tion asking the Commercial club and other 
organizations interested in this city’s welfare 
to send delegations to Springfield. At least 
fifty representatives will be on hand for the 
hearing Friday morning before the house 
committee. Col. Bennitt stated that the 
sanitary district trustees ought to be indicted 
for violation of the law.

| against adulteration. At a conferenge de- 
: tween Speaker Shurtleff, Representative 
Lindly. who introduced the original bill, and 
| representatives of the state pure food bill. 
| thirty-five amendments framed dy State 
| Analyst Bryan were favorably considered. 
They will be offered when the committee sub- 
| stitute, which has provoked so much criti- 
: cism, is considered on second reading. 


The dairy sections of the substitute meas- 
ure were not amended by the conference. 
Mr. Shurtleff insisted that the small farmers 
of the state cannot sell milk if the provisions 
of the original bill are ma law, but on 
other points where the origina! bill had been 
weakened he was entirely in accord with the 
state officials who were trying to get it back 
in its original shape. 


ä Some of the Changes. 

Mr. Lindly will present the amendments to 
the house. One strikes out the provision 
which would have allowed the use of 15 per 
cent of glucose in fruit preparations, jama 
and jellies. Another protects straight whis- 
ky, requiring that rectified, blended, and dis- 
tilled whisky be labeled as such. 

Another amendment catches one of the jok- 
ers which’ have bgen discovered in the sub- 
stitute bill. In the original measure intro- 
duced by Mr. Lindly there was a provision 
tacked on to a section dealing with the stand- 
ard and purity of vinegars, olive oll extracts, 
milk, butter, and other articles, reading 
that: 

Nothing in this section shall be construed 
to prevent the sale of any wholesome food 
product which varies from such standarés if 
such article of food be labeled’ so as to clearly 
indicate such variation.” 

This proviso, which was to modify a sec- 
tion, had been taken out and had been worded 
so as to modify the entire act. 


Gum Shoe Bill Passed. 

House bill 777, legalizing the merger of the 
Chicago and Western Indiana railway, the 
mystery.“ was passed byi the house this 
morning, 96 votes to 33. Representative Hull, 
the principal objector when the measure was 
on second reading, withdrew his complaint 
against the bill and voted for it. 

When Chairman Bush of the railroad com- 
mittee called up the bill Mr. Hull made a 
statement from the floor. He said that he 
had opposed it until he was thoroughty satls- 
fied as to its purpose. He believed that cap- 
ital was entitled to the same protection as 
labor and for that reason he favored the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

Mr. Shurtieff’s personal influence got the 
bill through the house, and it is believed that 
there will be not a great deal of trouble in 
passing it in the senate. The Chicago and 
Western Indiana has allowed it to be under- 
stood that the building of a $25,000.000 station 
to supplant the Polk street station will fol- 
low the validating of its bonds. 


Democrats Block R. R. Bill. 

A ludicrous amount of frenzied dealing on 
the part of democratic members of the house 
prevented the passage of the reciprocal de- 
murrage bill in the house. Thirty-six demo- 
crats arose frem their seats and scooted for 
the corridors, the stairways, and other con- 
venient places of temporary security when 
Representative Adkins called his bill up fer 
passage. 

Fifty-one republicans voted for it, with 
seventeen democrats and three prohibition- 
ists. It failed to secure the required major- 
ity, but was saved by a motion to postpone 
further consideration and another attempt 
will be made as soon as more of its friends 
can be present at the session. There were 
several absentees whose return may make 
it possible to pass the bill, although it looks 
like a hopeless proposition to try to get it 
through the senate. 

The house passed Representative Allen’s 
bill, which makes it a penitentiary offense to 
steal chickens, and by unanimous vote re- 
considered its action in killing Abrahams 
barber inspection bill, and passed it, thus 
doing its part towards creating a law for the 
state inspection of barber shops and the ex- 
amination of barbers. 


Highwood to Lose Saloons. 

‘The senate today has passed the Highwood 
dill, with an amendment giving the saloons 
until January list to close up. After that 
date there will be no liquor resorts within 
a mile and an eighth of Fort Shéridan or any 
other government post now established or to 
be established. The house undoubtedly will 
concur in the senate amendment and the bill 
win be laid before the governor for his sig- 
nature, 

Senator Juul’s bill providing an indemnity 
fund of $1,000,000 to guarantee the correct- 
ness of abstracts made by the recorder in 
Cook county and putting the office of recorder 
on a better business basis was passe® by the 
senate today, 30 to 2. The bill applies to the 
recorder’s office in Coek county only. 

The senate also passed the house bills re- 
quiring county boards of review to complete 
Weir work before the first Monday in Sep- 
tember, providing that the state board of 
ecualization shall meet the first Tuesday 
after Aug. 10, and requiring county clerks 
to complete their work and deliver assess- 
ment books on the 2d day of January fol- 
lowing the year on which taxes are levied. 

The democratic members of the house will 
make their final fight for the passage of 
the primary election at the session of the 
house tomorrow afternoon. At a caucus 
of the democratic members, held previous 
to this morning’s session, at which thirty- 
seven of the sixty-one minority members 
were present, it was decided to make Mr

Shortage of money, caused by expenditures 
of the Dunne administration during the cam- 
paign, caused a cut tn the health department 
yesterddy: The situation here is not es bad 
as it wal in the law department, where 
the entire appropriation for contingent ex- 
penses for the year was spent before the 
present administration took charge, but it 
was serious enough to cause Health Com- 
missioner Hvans to take an account of stock 
before he went any further. 
One hundred and sixty inspectors, ali of 
them sixty day men, were discharged, and in 
the list went Sol. Van Praag, who has been in 
charge of the restaurant work. It is the in- 
tention of Dr. Evans to put about 100 men 
on school inspection work if he finds he has 
the money to pay them with, but they will 
be taken from the civi) service eligible lista. 
Now there are only seventy names on this 
list, so another examination has been callod 
for for May 17. 

But before anything can be done in this line 
the health commissioner will have to geta 
report from City Controller Wilson as to how 
much of his money has been spent and what 
there is left to carry on the work during the 
remainder of the year. The men who have 
been discharged were temporary employés 
who were put at work during the recent epi- 
demic of typhoid fever and diphtheria. 


Col. Lewis Explains Overdraft. 
Ex-Corporation Counsel Lewis has written 
a letter to the council finance committee dn 
which he gives his explanation of how & 
happened that when he quit office his con- 
tingent appropriation was not only exhaust- 
ed but overdrawn. 

“T knew nothing about the matter until 
it was brought to my attention by the press,” 
wrote Col. Lewis. “I had approved bille as 
they were brought to me by the different 
assistant and other departments. 

‘“‘T illustrate: You will note that $14,000 
in one instance and 622,000 in another are for 
expenses for experta—some legal experts and 
many real estate experts. 

“These experts, engaged by the city for 
such work at the end of the month have 
placed the city under debt to thousands and 
thousands of dollars, without any knowl- 
edge previously by the laa department that 
these people were engaged or what their 
services were. Might I suggest that, instead 
of having experts brought in from time to 
time in great numbers, who charge large 
sums because they are taken from their 
usual vocation, that, rather than pay these 
thousands of dollars to these special men, 
your honorable committee authorize the em- 
ployment of, say, five men whose character 
and abilities and capacities in the line are 
known to you?” . 

The experts of whom Col. Lewis speaks 
notably by Charles H. Mitchell, special 
assessment attorney, for whom the real es- 
tate experts worked. 

Milk Bottle Is Approved. 

Judge Lockwood Honoré decided in favor

Thaddeus Stevens Ross of Oil City, 
Pa., Called to Dector’s Office by a 
Telephone Message from Young 
Woman Whe Had Been His Sweet- 
heart—She Fires Three Bullets Into 
Him and Then Oommits Suicide 

‘with the Same Weapon. 


Oil City, Pa., April 24.—[Special.]—Thad- 
deus Stevens Ross, a prominent young man 
of this city, was shot three times and in- 
stantly killed this afternoon by Miss 
Belle Stroup, his former sweetheart. The 
young woman then shot herself through the 
heart. Both were found dead in the office 
of Dr. George W. Magee. Ross was to have 
been married this evening at 9 o'clock to 
Miss Drusilla Sampsell of this city. There 
were no witnesses to the shooting. 
It is said that Ross had promised to marry 
Miss Strowp, the wedding having been fixed 
for a day in July. Miss Stroup was ill in the 
hospital at Bradford. Yesterday she got a 
letter from’ him casting her off. She arose 
from her bed to come to this city and kill the 
man who had jilted her. 1 
Ross was dining at home with his family, 
diecussing his coming marriage, when the 
telephone bell rang. His father answered 
the call, and a womamn’s voice made inquiry 
for Thad.“ Mr. Ross called his son, and 
the young man, after answering the phone, 
picked up his hat and informed his family 
that he had to go to Dr. Magee’s office for a 
few minutes, but would return as soon as 
he could. 
Alone When They Die. 
Miss Stroup had arrived at noon from Brad- 
ford. She went directly to the office of 
Dr. Magee. Finding no one in the office, she 
called up Rogs on the telephone and asked 
—— to come to the doctor’s office and see 
er. 
When Dr. Magee returned from lunch and 
opened the door he found the two bodies. 
In a chair, in a corner, sat Ross, his head 
lying back on the chair. There was a bullet 
wound in the neck. His forehead was burned 
with powder where another bullet had entered 
his brain. Another ball had pierced his heart. 
Mies Stroup was lying on the floor, a few feet 
away, face downward. Blood was flowing 
from a wound in the left side. 
Shot Three Times. 
It is thought the young woman walked to 
the chair in which Rogs was seated and, 
shielding the revolver with her dress, fired 
the first shot into his heart before he divined 
her purpose. Evidently he never moved, the 
body sitting in natural position. Wishing to 
make sure of her work, the girl fhen fired two 
more shots, one taking effect in the neck, the 
other in the brain. Then, standing over her 
victim, the girl shot hergelf through the 
heart.

LONDON, April 24.—Does music aid diges- 
tion? This is the latest problem propounded 
for newspaper discussion. The growing cus- 
tom of providing orchestral music in Lon- 
don restaurants, while it drives many per- 
sons away, seems to attract a majority, al- 
though the majority of those preferring to 
dine in quiet is sufficiently large to encour- 
age some restaurants to advertise no or- 
chestra.“ ‘ 

The point now under discussion is the pe 
tic value of music and the verdict of the 
alimentariahs seems to be it mainly depends 
upon the quality rather than the loudness 
of the music. 
taken, they say, in a calm deliberate man- 
ner, with the greater part of the mind alert 
to the importance of thoroughly masticating 
and salivating the food. 

With an orchestra playing fast and furi- 
ous within a few feet of the table, the neces- 
sary effort in shouting to make oneself heard, 
or straining to hear conversation upsets the 
quiet of the nervous system which is impera- 
tive for good digestion. 

On the other hand, soft, dreamy music, far 
enough away, does not interfere with con- 
versation and ought to have a sdothing et- 
fect upon the nerves, thereby promoting di- 
gestion. 

Many persons cannot eat when music is 
being ,played without keeping time to it with 
their jaws. This is well enough when the 
‘tempo is slow, but no one can effect thorough 
mastication when the jaw is working in a 
wild rush to keep pace with a Sousa march.

It ia hoped to ress- 
tablish the republic in the.summer of 1908. 
The army will withdraw afew months after- 
ward. 


Troops as a Sedative. 

The Washington authorities will make 
every effort to bring about evacuation before 
Jan. 1, 1909. This will be quite possible 
if the island remains tranquil, but admit- 
tedly there is danger of the republic again 
being overturned after the Americans leave. 
The presence of a goodly num of Amer- 
ican troope at Guantanamo and Honda 
will tend to keep the peace. Those at the 
latter place particularly will have a good 
effect on the province of Pinar del Rio, where 
the last revolution started. 

It is declared here that should the liberals

BX-OPY HAD A BAD CHECK. 


ONCE UNDER DEATH SENTENCE, 
NOW ACCUSED OF FRAUD. 


Albert V. Ward, Who Was to Have 
Been Executed April 13, 1865, but 
Whom Respite by President Lincoln 
and Pardon by Joknson Saved, Ar- 
rested on Complaint of Palmer 
House—Charge Is That He Attempt- 
ed to Utter Forged Paper. 


Albert V. Ward, who was to have been ex- 
ecuted as a confederate spy on April 18, 1865, 
was granted thirty days respite by President 
Lincoln that morning, and later was given a 
life sentence in a military prison by his boy- 
hood friend, Andrew Johnson, was arrested 
yesterday in the Palmer house, charged with 
atbempting to cash a forged check. Tower- 
ing a foot above his captor, the veteran was 
taken to the Harrison street station and 
locked in a cell. 

Ward is 74 years old. He is known as an 
expert gambler and a“ good fellow.“ 

“I have nothing to fear this time,” he said. 
** I have been in worse trouble than this years 
ago and 1 got out all right. I belleve every- 
thing will be settled pleasantly. 

“I once was standing in the shadow of 
death,“ he continued. and but for the res- 
pite granted by President Lincoln would 
have been shot. 


Story of Arrest as a Spy. 

“Barly in 1864 I got through the union 
lines and went as far as New York. I was 
arrested there Nov. 29 of that year, and. 
after being given a trial, was sentenced to 
death April 18. It was just a short time 
after midnight that word reached the prison 
from Lincoln stating that I had another 
month to live 

“On the night of April 14, 1865, Lincoln 
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was shot by Booth, and Andrew Johnson, my 
friend for years, ordered me to Dry Tortugas 
for life. It was one of the first things that 
Johnson did on aseuming office, but I never 
saw him afterwards. : 

“I had been at the penal station only a 
short time when Dr. Samuel A. Mudd, the 
physician who befriended Booth in his flight, 
was sent to the fort. Dr. Mudd often told 
me of the night when Booth entered his home 
and asked for assistance. Booth had frac- 
tured his ankle as he leaped from the box 
where the dying president lay and was 
ecarcely able to ride the horse that was in 
waiting at the stage door. 

After stopping several hours at the Sur- 
ratt tavern, a few miles out from Washing- 
ton, Booth again mounted and rode hard in 
the direction of Dr. Mudd's house. He was 
eared for there and hurriedly left. The phys- 
iclan was arrested a short time later and sent 
to prison. We occupied the same cell, both 
being under life sentence. 

It was only a short time after that that 
the yellow fever broke out in the place and 
carried off the prisoners and even nurses 
and physicians by scores. Both Dr. Mudd 
and I had suffered from the fever years be- 
fore and we were about the only ones in the 
station who were able to care for the sick. 
Word ot theefficient work done by us reached 
the ears of President Johnson, and we were 
pardoned in December of that year. I have 
geen Dr. Mudd several times since then, but 
I believe he died some years ago.”’ 


Complaint of Hotel Manager. 


Ward was arrested yesterday afternoon by 
Sergeant Quinn on complaint of William 
C. Vierbuchen, manager of the hotel, who 
charged him with uttering forged checks. 
Ward was stopping at the hotel and aseerted 
that he was a real estate dealer of Marion, 
Ind. According to the police Ward tried to 
purchase an automobile in Michigan avenue 
and gave a check for $3,500, drawn on the 
Hyde Brothers’ bank of Indianapolis.

Dr. Ben L. Reitman, president of the 
Brotherhood Welfare association, broke out 
in a meeting of reformers yesterday after- 
noon in his office at 92 State street to discuss 
the new vagrancy bill and denounced in 
highly melodramatic fashion the methods 
used in caring for; hobos in the municipal 
lodging house at 10 Union street. 

Dr. Reitman told Supt. James Mullenbach 
of the municipal institution, who attended 
the meeting, that he woul@ rather walk the 
streets all night than spend another night in 
the city lodging house such ae he experi- 
enced a few weeks ago disguised as a ‘‘ hobo.” 
He said it in“ a voice that could be heard all 
through the shopping district. Mr. Mullen- 
bach left the meeting soon afterward in dis-

gust. 

The discussion had shigted from the various 
phases of the proposed vagrancy law which 
Chief Shippy is trying to get through the leg- 
islature to the question of providing crim- 
inals with spending money, clothes, and rail- 
road transportation after they were released 
from the county and city institutions. Dr. 
Reitman thought this would be a fine thing. 
Mr. Mullenbach said that he doubted it, and 
that he often gave men leaving his lodgin 
house good clothes to wear. . 


Has Cause for Complaint. 


“ They can't complain at the treatment we 
give them,“ he gaid complacently. 

They can't?“ shouted Dr. Reitman, who ö 
had borne with difficulty the many dashes of 
cold water that had been thrown on his pet 
schemes by M. M. Mangasarian and 
others who were at the meeting. Well, I 
want to say I have traveled the world over 
as a tramp for fifteen years, and I would al- 
most feel like holding a man up before I 
would spend another night in your city lodg- 
ing house. 

have been there,“ he continued, waving 
his arms and stepping so close to Supt. Mul- 
lenbach that the latter almost fell over the 
piano stool. “I was there less than thirty 
days ago. You did not know me. I doubt if 
any of my friends would have recognized 
me. I went to the man at the little box office 
at the head of those dark stairs of yours. 

Hurry up, there, you hobo,’ was the 
way he addressed me. ‘Do you think we 
can keep open all night for you fellows?’ 


Asked if He Was Drunk. 


Then he asked me if I was drunk. He 
seemed to take it for granted that I was. 
The next thing he wanted to know was 
whether I had been in jail. Now, I am a 
man with decency about me, a man who 
loves freedom and honor, and I did not like 
these insults. 

The next thing was a bath and a medical 
examination. They made me stand naked 
in a cold room for an hour.“ 

Here Supt. Mullenbach shook his head as 
though in doubt about the accuracy of this 
statement. 

“Then they gave me a clean bed. I will 
admit that. But the next morning they 
nearly choked me with the sulphur fumes 
in fumigating my clothes. Why, they treat- 
ed me like a dirty beast, just because I was 
poor and had no home. Is that kind and 
Christian? They gave me a little coffee and 
bread and sent me on my way.“ 

“You had all the coffee and bread you 
wanted, didn't vou?“ questioned Mr. Mullen- 
bach, who plainly did not like the criticism. 

O, yes, it was not so bad,” said the doc- 
tor. “I am sure it would not have hap- 
pened if you had been there, Mr. Mullen- 
bach. The reformer and business man thinks 
he is doing a great thing to send a man who 
begs from him there. I would rather carry 
the banner than go there. I can prove my 
statements.” 


Mr. Smith Gives Evidence. 


Here Dr. Reitman stepped to the door and 
called in a man he addressed as Mr. Smith. 
“Mr. Smith“ was a seedy looking Individual 
who looked as though he had seen much bet- 
ter days. 

“Now, Smith,” said the doctor, exhibiting 
his speciman to the meeting, you have been 
in the bridewell and you have been in the 
municipal lodging house. Which is worse? 
Would you go back to the lodging house?’ 

Never,“ said “Mr. Smith,“ virtuously and 
fervently. I would rather carry the ban- 
ner.“ Carrying the banner refers to walking 
the streets under the banner of the Salvation 
Army with the return of a free night's lodg- 
ing. 

Maj. J. H. Farrel, the chairman, asked the 
meeting to get to business. whereupon Dr. 
Reitman and Mr. Mangasarian became in- 
volved in a new argument regarding the 
merits of the vagrancy bill. 


Maj. Farrel Walks Out. 

At this point Maj. Farrel and Mr. Mullen- 
bach quietly left the room. 

The others—Abraham Bowers of the Cen- 
tral Howard association, Allen T. Burns of 
Chicago commons, C. W. Espey, who was a 
candidate for alderman on the Independence 
league ticket at the last election; and Mrs. 
A. M. Simons, wife of the editor of the In- 
ternational Socialist Review—tried to get 
down to business, but a hopeless atmosphere 
pervaded the meeting. 

“Your idea, doctor, is that vagrants should 
not be arrested at all?’ asked Dr. Manga- 
sarian. 

„ Yes, it is,“ admitted Dr. Reltman, “I 
would like to kill the bill, but as we can’t I 
would like a vote on this question of giving 
the discharged criminals clothes and money 
to make a start.“ 

After more discussion the question was put 
toa vote. There were some yeas and no nays. 

“Those who voted for the motion are in 
favor of it,“ announced the chairman. 

The meeting decided to senda delegation to 
Springfield, after which an adjournment was 
taken until today at 3 p. m.

Sulit was filed In the Kane County Circuit 
court at Elgin yesterday by Mrs. Edna 
Ewing of Chicago, who asks $10.000 damages 
for breach of promise. Theodore Wahl- 
groen, former supervisor of the Elgin hospital 
for the insane, is made defendant. 

The bill was filed by Attorney C. Stuart 
Beattie of Chicago, representing Mrs. Ewing, 
who formerly was employed in a massage 
establishment in Wabash avenue. Mrs. Ew- 
ing alleges it was the understanding that she 
and Wahlgren were to be married and that 
the promise never was fulfilled on thepart of 
the defendant. 


Wahlgren Married Last February. 


Wahlgren was supervisor of the Elgin in- 
sane hospital for thirty years. He resigned 
the position early in February: On Feb. 14 
he married Mary N. Brunk after a courtship 
of fifteen years. She had been matron ofthe 
hospital during twenty-five years. Wahl- 
gren says the suit against him is without 
grounds.

“I was weak from the operation 
and was advised by my physician to take 
massage treatment. Then I noticed an ad- 
vertisement in a Chicago newspaper and 1 
went to a massage establishment in Wabash 
avenue, where Mrs. Ewiag was employed.

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an the railroads in ‘the United States. It 
is manifestly impossible to apply a general 
rule to all lines. There is no way of reaching 
a mileage basis of cost which could fairly 
be applied to any two railroads. One line 
goes over the mountains, another traverses 
a plain. One railroad is well built, another 
is painfully shoddy. A bridge of a few hun- 
dred feet in length may easily cost more than 
many miles of road. It is frequently the 
case that railroads have to pay enormous 
sums to get into a city. Buildings of all kinds 
must be appraised as well as locomotive 
shops, repair works, roundhouses, terminal 
stations, freighthousés, and yards, and a 
thousand and one things which go to 
up 4 great railroad in . 
trackage. Then there is the rolling stock. 
There are hundreds upon hundreds of loco- 
motives, thousands upon thousands of freight 
and passenger ears, and the tangible values 
are scatterd over many thousands of miles, 
concentrated in some places and thinly 
spread outin others. , 

It is a gigantio undertaking, and it will 
take years to make an impression such as the 
president is aiming at. This fact, perhaps 
more than anything else, explains the anxiety 
he has that his policies may be continued 
after his own administration is concluded. 
He. fears that he may undertake an inquiry 
into overcapitalization by authority of con- 
Gress at its next session, and then that some 
reactionary president may lose interest in the 
work long before it is.finished. 


Why. Bailroads Are Afraid. 

The more one studies this quéstion of an 
inquiry into overcapitalization the more it is 
evident the railroads have every reason to 
be afraid of publicity in this direction. They 
are not afraid now of public information in 


regard to operating expenses, because they 


always have conveniently at hand this moun- 
tain of fixed charges which ‘must be met if 
the road is to pay expenees and return a 


profit of any kind to its stockholders. The. 


if it is appointed, will have to 
seek for information as to the actual cost 
of construction of a road and then add to 
that the actual cost of all permanent im- 
provements since then which are in any way 
represented in the capital stock or in. the 


-bonds of the road. It will not always do to 


have a direct appraisement as to the actual 
cash value of a railroad. Frequently roads 
have been built when prices were high or 
when it was necessary to spend enormous 
sums to head off rival roads in gecuring ter- 
minal and other facilities. 

It will be possible, however, within certain 


mits to fix the present cash value of railroad 


property’ and cempare it, first with its ac- 
tual cost and then with its bonded debt and 
capital stock. It is unlikely that the actual 
cost can be reached by the inepection of rail- 
road books themselves. Mr. Harriman’s 
own testimony shows that in many cases im- 
provements and betterments were paid for 
out of current receipts. In many cases they 
were nothing more than extensive repairs. 
Yet Harriman and others, long after these 
repairs and improvements were made and 
paid for, have utilized them asa basis for new 
issues of securities. It will probably be 
found necessary in the long run to make an 
appraisal of actual values and then add to it 
an approximate percentage representing the 
cost and additions for good will, franchises, 
and terminal facilities. When that is done 
comparison with actual capitalization can 
readily be reached, and the results can better 
be imagined than described. 


Face Increased Taxation. 


Apparently the railroads are between the 
upper and nether millstone as regards the na- 
tion and the states. It will be necessary for 
them to doe everything in their power to add to 
the apparent cost and present value of their 


roads. They must labor to this end for the pro- 


tection of their securities. On the other hand, 
there has been a decided movement among all 
the states to secure better returns from the 
railroad lines in the way of taxation. La Fol- 
lette in Wisconsin, Tom Jotingon in Ohlo, 
Cummins in Iowa, and a dozen others, gov- 
ernors, mayors, and public men, have madea 
constant campaign for increased taxation of 
railroad property. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the same 
railroads which will try to Increase the ap- 
parent value of their property before the 
federal commission will be burdened with 
an attempt at the same time to depreciate the 
same property before the tax commissioners 
in the different states. It ts Hobson’? choice 
for them, in any event. They are due to run 
up against a vast increage in taxes or an 
exposure of watered stock which will beyond 
doubt shake the confidence of the world in 
American railroad securities of all sorts, the 
honestly built and honestly capitalized line 
being made to suffer for the sins of Har- 
rimanized and Morganized roads. It is no 
wonder the railroad magnates have been be- 
seeching the president to keep his hands off 
and let them alone. 


SOUTH LOYAL TO ROOSEVELT. 


Statement That Southern Leaders Are 
_ Drifting Away Denied by Frank 
H. Hitchcock.

City to Buy Riparian Rights. 

The riparian rights are to be purchased by 
the city, but not necessarily in cash. The 
railway will accept in part payment certain 
strips of submerged land in order to widen 
its right of way. In fact, the Illinois Cen- 
tral will play a conspicuous part in the 
movement to beautify the lake shore. The

Shore Line to Be Moved 1,200 Feet. 


As soon as the riparian rights are secured 
the south park board will begin construct- 
ing the park. A series of breakwaters will 
be built and the shore line pushed out about 
1,200 feet beyond its present location. The 
submerged land will be filled in with the ma- 
terial excavated from the tunnels of the Chi- 
cago Subway company and from other works. 
The rate at which such filling has been ac- 
complished in Grant park is seventeen acres 
@ year. In the center of the park area, ex- 
tending from Grant to Jackson park, will be 
a series of connecting lagoons which will also 
connect with the lagoon of the latter park. 
An additional feature which has been pro- 
posed is the connection of the Jackson and 
Washington park lagoons b trying éut the 
old plan of making the Midway plaisance a 
water channel. Inter rsed among the 
lagoons of the parkway will be promenades 
and along the outer edge a wide driveway 
connecting the Lake Shore drive with Jack- 


son park. 
Boulevard Link Easy. 


While the lake front project entails a large 
amount of preliminary negotiations, the 
scheme for linking the north and south boule- 
vards by way of an elevated driveway in 
Michigan avenue crossing the river at Rush 
street is comparatively a simple undertaking. 
The bill enabling this improvement has 
passed the house and jis expected to pass 
the senate without opposition. Under its 
terms the south park board will be author- 
ized to issue bonds to finance the undertak- 
ing, while the city will be empowered to bulld 
the elevated connection. The city council 
appropriated $400,000 for the purchase of real 
estate on which to build the approaches to 
the bridge and the money will be available 
as soon as required. 

The drainage board has under considera- 
tion the plans for a new bridge in place of 
that at Rush street, 
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Washington, D. C., April 24.— Herman 
Lagercrantz, the new Swedish minister, was 
formally presented to the president today.

Continued Drought and Bus“ Ravage 
Southwest, Strong Foreign Mar- 
kets, Large Export Business, and 
High Winds in Kansas Feremost 
Among Optimists’ Arguments—Re- 
eeipts a Bearish Factor—Corn 
Makes Good Gains. | 


Wheat prices yesterday continued their up- 
ward march despite heavy pressure of realiz- 
ing sales, final quotations, a little under the 
day’s top, showing net advances of e for 
May, %c for July, and hee for September 
and December. Aside from large domestic 
receipts, practically everything was of bull- 
ish influences. High winds, unbroken 
drought, and spreading of green bugs in 
the southwest, enormous export sales, gen- 
eral strength in foreign markets, and un- 
favorable reports from Ontario were fore- 
most among the influences that worked for 
the market’s soundness. Trade was large 
and snappy, commission houses doing an un- 
usually achve business for outsiders. Senti- 
ment was much more bullish than previously, 
and confident bulls expressed belief that con- 
ditions rapidly were shaping themselves for 


a sharp rise. 

Corn scored good advances, and oats, mov- 
ing within narrow limits, wound up un- 
changed to a little firmer. The provision list 
had a moderate setback. 
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Big Support at the Start. 


There was big buying at the start in the 
wheat pit, shorts covering freely and com- 
mission houses and ttered floor bulls add- 
ing to the support, prices quickly advancing 
%@isc. Elements of strength were the failure 
of expected rains to materialize in Kansas 

and other needy parte of the increasingly 
apprehensive southwest, full response of 
Liverpool to the upturn here the day before, 
encouraging export talk, and a further deluge 
of crop damage advices from almost all sec- 
tions of the winter whéat regions east and 
west of the Missiesippi. In addition to the 
long droughts, Kansas wired that high 
winds were adding to the general seriousness 
of the situation, ecattering the vigorous 
‘green bugs” br The volume of 
complaining messages from Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Indiana, and 
Ohio was exceptionally heavy, the general 
tenor being of a more positive character.

States cast 
of the Mississippi sent word that in many 
instances damage from winter killing wae al- 
most complete, and that géneral prospects 
were much gloomier than a week ago. Rella- 
ble exjerte on the spot“ wired that the sit- 
uation in central kansas was alarmingly 
critical,, many parts already ‘showing irre- 
parable damage from bug invasion and the 
long spell of dry weather. ‘ 

Despite the general bullishness of sentiment 
there was a steady and heavy votume of 
profit taking by scattered longs, some of 
whom, however, were back on the buying side 

late in the session. At times “this selling 
halted the upturn, but late in the day, when 
export sales estimated as aps tog eee bu, 
of which about 400,000 bu confirmed, 
were reported, the market took new life, May 
advancing to 79%c, July to 81%c, and Septem- 
ber to 83%c. These prices were shaded a little 
by the pocketing of profits. 
Bullish News from Ontario. 

Ontario reported crop conditions unfavora- 
ble, and weather conditions in the domestic 
northwest were against seeding operations. 
The receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis to- 
tale 548 cara against only 175 cars a year 
ago, primary arrivals aggregating 733,000 
bu, or 441,000 bu more than were reported 
on the corresponding day in 1906. Seaboard 
clearances were light at 133,000 bu, wheat 
and flour. There was soundness to the gen- 
eral cash damand. A good lot of No. 2 red 
winter was gold here at he under the price 
of May in store. Final pit prices were 790 
for May, 81%@81%c for July, 8344@83%c for 
September, and 854@685%c for December. 

Substantial Rise in Corn. 

| Unusual firmness developed in the corn mar- 
ket, final quotations, within 1-16c of the top, 
showing net gains of %@%c for May, %c for 
July, and ue for September.

Oats Relatively Draggy. 

Oate did not make as good a showing as 
the more Important grains, closing un- 
changed for May and -1-16c firmer for the 
deferred months. Good commission house 
demand for July and September was largely 
offset by heavy selling of the September by 
a leading local concern. Although sales at 
the sample tables finally aggregated a large 
total, business in the cash article was no: 
of a stimulating character, prices holding 
barely at previous figures. There was much 
in the way of unfavorable crop reports from 
the southwest, but some advices from Iowa 
were more encouraging. Local receipts were 
221 cars, the eetimate for today being 195 
cars. Seaboard clearances were practically 
nothing. Final quotations were 43%c for 
May, 41% @\c for July, and 35%@4c for Sep- 
tember. 

Provision List Is Lower.

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


The demand for cash wheat was not a6 
good as on the previous day, the sample 
stuff not quite following the advance in 
futures. There was more inquiry from ship- 
pers, however, for choice spring wheat than 
there has been recently. A sale of 50,000 bu 
No. 2 red to a local mill was reported atic 
under May in store. Outside cash markets 
were strong and higher, Kaneas City up ic, 
and St. Louis the same, No. 2 red selling at 
the latter place at 80c. A Kansas City més- 
sage said that cash wheat was being bought 
on all hands there. Minneapolis receipte 
continued heavy, but stocks have increased 
only 300,000 bu for four days, and premiums 
remained the same, 24%@3c over May for No. 
1 northern. Export sales at the seaboard 
were large—630,000 bu, principally Manitobas 
and durum, being reported worked. Ger- 
many is buying rye in New York also, 35,000 
bu being reported sold. The better gradee 
of corn here were in excellent demand, and 
there was not enough offered to fill the wante 
of shippers. The percentage of good corn 
in the receipts is so small that the price is 
continually working higher, while the low 
grade stuff, of which there is a good deal, 
is holding at about the same figures.

Seneationally bad reports from the — 
west and from other sections of the Winter 
wheat belt, as well as complaints of delayed 
seeding in the spring wheat country, con- 
tinued to come in yesterday in an ever in- 
creasing volume. Experienced grain men 
who have been in the business all of their 
lives say that they have never seen damage 
reports so numerous from all quarters as 
they have been recently. In the southwest 
rains so far are said to have been far from 
sufficient, and the prevailing conditions yes- 
terday were dry weather with high winds, 
Showers are predicted for today, with the 
exception of Kansas. The green bug has 
now spread over all of Kansas and well into 
Nebraska, and is said to be increasing rap: 
idly, with nothing seeming to check its 
progress. Practically all of the crop ex- 
perts are now of the opinion that the crop 
is going backward every day. Up to within 
the last few days some of the southwestern 
crop sharps have been inclined to minimize 
the extent of the actual damage. Thestrong 
south winds were said to be blowing the 
bugs northward in great clouds. 


St. Louis and the southwest were good 
buyers of wheat in this market yesterday. 
On the early advance profit taking by local 
longs and selling by shorts was absorbed by 
commission houses, led by Lake. Heeman 
sold about 750,000 bu July wheat early. Bar- 
rell and Champlin also sold. On the break

OF KILLING POLICEMAN. 


After Being Out Twenty-seven Hours 
and Standing Most of the Time 
Eleven to One for Death Penalty 
Jurors Reach Compromise on Pen- 
itentiary Sentence — Defendant 
Tells of Some One “Standing Out” 
for Him. 


After being out twenty-seven hours, the 


greater part of which time they stood eleven 


to one for the death penalty, jurors in the 
case of Charles Hanson, murderer of Police- 
man Luke Fitzpatrick, yesterday returned 
2 verdict sentencing the defendant to life 
imprisonment. 

The man who stood between Hanson and 
death was J. P. Du Vinage, Chicago repre- 
sentative of the National railroad lines of 
Mexico, who lives in Evanston. When tho 
jury did its first balloting Du Vinage wanted 


to acquit Hanson, it was said. 


After the verdict Attorney Schreckman, 


Who, with Attorney Ernest C. Reniff, repre- 
', Sented the defense, said that previous to the 


retirement of the jury Hanson had said he 
believed Juror Du Vinage would stand out 
for me.“ 

Hanson's attorneys will try to have him 
released by the Supreme court by virtue of 
the four term act. The state has plenty of 
indictments to keep him in Prison, but ex- 
pects to show that it was physically impos- 
sible to put Hanson on trial earlier because 
he was ill.

FISH SEES BENEFIT IN SLUMP. 


Former Illinois Central Head Says the 
Atmosphere Has Cleared Since 
Wall Street Flurry. 


Stuyvesant Fish, former president of the 
Illinocig Central and now director and mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the Mis- 
sourl Pacific and Iron Mountain roads, was 
in Chicago yesterday to visit his son, Stuy- 
vesant Fish Jr., who holds a clerkship in the 
general freight department of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois railroad, and to attend 
the meeting of the American Railway ass0- 
ciation in the Auditorium hotel. Mr. Fish 
left at night for Memphis to begin a sys- 
tematic inspection of the Gould lines outside 
of Texas and the Wabash railroad. 

“The atmosphere has cleared greatly be- 
Cause of the slump in Wall street, said Mr. 
Fish. It was bound to come. It was in- 
évitable, and I was severely criticised when I 
predicted it. 
ln the next six months the coming crop 
and not the railroads will be in the limelight. 
The greatest problem before transportation 
companies ig how to provide cars for the 
movement of the promised crop and the gen- 
eral business, as I do not see any recession 
in sight for a year or two at least. The de- 
termination of railroads not to make any ex- 
tensive improvements in thé matter of new 
road may affect the iron and steel market 
to some extent, but I see no cause for alarm.“ 

Mr. Fish declined to discuss his relations 
with the Gould lines. When it was intimated 
he wes making an inspection with the view 
of assuming the presidency of the Missouri 
Pacific, he would neither confirm nor deny 
the suggestion, but ignored it. In reference 
to the course being pursued by his son in ob- 
taining practical knowledge of the railroad 
business, Mr. Fish heartily approved it. 

The threatened passenger rate war in the 
northwest proved to be a flash in the pan 
The inauguration of a 100 ride ticket for 
$600 between Chicago and the twin cities and 
the Misgouri river, by the Minneapolis and 
St. Louis railway in connection with thé 
Illinois Central in competition with the Chi- 
cago Great Western and Wisconsin Central, 
was expected to create the disturbancé, 
but it was not put on sale, as the inter- 
state commerce commission notified them 
the action was contrary to law. 

It was expected that the Minneapolis and 
St. Louis would seek to take the benefit of 
the usual thirty days’ notice before with- 
drawing a rate, as required by law, and in 
that time would be able to place enough 
tickets on the market to take care of the 
travel for the summer months. But the ac- 
‘tion of the commission made its withdrawal 
effective at once.
